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XIV.— WAGES. 
No. 40—State Basic Wage. 


Under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act, 1912-25, authority was vested in the 
State Court of Arbitration to declare an annual Basic Wage operative as from the Ist of July each 
year. 
The first decision of the Court tookeffect on the lst July, 1926, and prescribed a rate of £4 5s. Od. 
for males and £2 5s. 1ld. for females throughout the whole of the State. 

These rates remained unaltered until the Ist July, 1929, when the amounts were increased to 
£4 7s, Od. and £2 7s. Od. respectively, with the exception of certain specified goldfields areas, in 
respect of which the previous wage was retained. 

A revision by the Court following the 1930 inquiry resulted in the declaration of a separate 
wage of £4 6s. Od. for males and £2 6s. 5d. for females, in respect of the Metropolitan Area, and 
rates of £4 5s. Od. and £2 5s. 11d. respectively for all other parts of the State. 

Additional power was given the Court under the provisions of the Industrial Arbitration Act 
Amendment Act, 1930, to enable quarterly adjustments to be made to the annual declaration, and 
on the 3rd March, 1931, rates of £3 18s. Od. for males and £2 2s. 2d. for females were prescribed 
for the Metropolitan Area, while all other parts of the State were fixed at £3 17s. Od. and £2 ls. 8d. 
respectively. 

The annual declaration operative as from the lst July, 1931, did not vary these amounts, but 
a further quarterly adjustment on the 18th August, 1931, marked the inauguration of a different 
wage for agricultural areas, which are taken to be those areas comprised within the official South- 
West Land Division as gazetted under the Land Act. 

Wage levels in all divisions of the State were considerably increased as from the Ist July, 
1938, following the most comprehensive inquiry since the original declaration. In the course 
of the 1938 inquiry, special consideration was given to the factors of National Income and 
Standard of Nutrition. 

The table hereunder shows annual declarations and interim variations since the original 
decision of 1926 :—

WEATHER NOTES. 


No. 42.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of July, August and September, 1939, 


July.—The rainfall in July was above normal, more generally than was the case in the previous 
month, but shortages were again reported from a fairly wide central belt extending from the 
Wiluna District to the De Grey Division and southwards from the Fortescue District to the West 
Gascoyne Division. In this region the De Grey district experienced an almost rainless month 
while in the other districts the average total registrations ranged from 24 points in the Fortescue 
Division to 53 points in the West Gascoyne Division. 


In the remainder of the State the outstanding features of the month’s weather were the abund- 
ance of the rainfall on the Central Coast and in parts of the South-West, and the occurrence of 


further unseasonably heavy rains in the Kimberley Division northwards and eastwards from 
Broome, 


At individual stations the most remarkable rainfall totals for the month were :— 
1,688 points at Jarrahdale 
1,571 points at Pinjarra 
1,264 points at Armadale 
1,255 points at Mundaring and Kalamunda 
1,219 points at Brunswick 
1,172 points at Collie 
1,137 points at Rockingham 
1,133 points at Chidlow, and 
1,119 points at Guildford 


Perth’s total rainfall for July, 1,118 points, has been exceeded in only three previous Julys, 
and 3,013 points, the aggregate rainfall for the three months ended on 31st July, is unprecedented 
in Perth. 


The heavy falls of rain on the Central Coast and in the South-West resulted in serious floods, 
which caused washaways on railways and rendered roads impassable. 


Beyond the principal rain area the most noteworthy rainfall totals were 802 points at 
Narrogin, 529 points at Calingiri, 648 points at Dongarra, and 399 points at Fitzroy Crossing. 

As was the case in the previous month the rainfall on the sub-tropics was attributable largely 
to the great activity and extent of the southern rainstorm belt which at times penetrated north- 
wards to beyond the Tropic. 


Though tropical depressions were not strongly marked on the month’s isobaric charts, there 
was evidence that at middle and higher altitudes there was over considerable periods during the 
month a strong and deep southward flow of tropical air which considerably augmented the vapour 
supply available to the southern rainstorm systems and increased their rainfall productivity. 
To this cause also may be attributed the frequent rains in the Kimberley Division, where the prevail- 
ing south-easterly winds caused condensation by uplifting the warmer and moister air masses flow- 
ing above them. 


Other features of the month’s weather included frequent strong windstorms on the South-West 
coast, a wind velocity of 62 miles per hour at Perth on 29th July, a waterspout off Cottesloe 
about 1 p.m, on 6th July, a remarkable explosion caused by ball lightning at South Perth on 24th 
July, and a remarkably low maximum temperature (52-7 deg.) in Perth on 4th July. 

Temperatures in Perth ranged from 71-3deg. on 14th July to 43-9 deg. on 29th July. 
The mean maximum temperature (64-7 deg.) was 1-9 deg. above the normal and the mean mini- 
mum temperature (49-1 deg.) was 1-3 deg. above the normal. The following table shows how the

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August.—Following upon substantial rainfall surpluses in the previous three months, the 
August rains were again considerably above normal in the south-western divisions of the State, 
and a slight rainfall surplus was reported also from the West Gascoyne Division. Throughout 
both the tropics and the eastern sub-tropics, however, the month was drier than is usual in 
August, and the abundance of rainfall in the south-western districts was in marked contrast to 
the shortages experienced over much larger areas in other parts of the State. 


In the districts which recorded a rainfall surplus the heavier falls were, to a remarkable 
extent, concentrated in an area of moderate extent and including the coastal belt from the 
vicinity of Gingin southwards across the metropolitan area and the adjacent Darling Range 
stations to Collie and the far South-West and South coasts. In this area of maximum rainfall 
the highest individual totals were 1,367 points at Pemberton, 1,227 points at Collie, 1,146 
points at Jarrahdale, 1,114 points at Brunswick Junction and 1,064 at Donnybrook. 

In Perth rainfall occurred on 22 days and aggregated 869 points. This total is the highest 
August rainfall total registered in Perth since 1928, when the wettest August on record was 
experienced, and the rainfall amounted to 1,221 points. The only other years in which the 1939 
August total rainfall recorded in Perth was exceeded are 1903, 1909, 1913, and 1920. 


Though much lighter than the falls on and near the Central and South coasts, the rains in 
the agricultural districts were substantial in amount, even the north-eastern wheatbelt receiving 
between one and twoinches. In the more southerly parts of the North Coastal Division many 
places received more than three inches, and Gingin recorded 747 points, while further north the 
rains were mostly in excess of two inches. The southern agricultural districts also fared well, reg- 
istrations mostly exceeded two inches. 


In the South-Eastern Division, however, the rains were only light to moderate, except in the 
more westerly areas and in the vicinity of the coast. 


Conditions varied considerably in the Gascoyne Division, some useful amounts being re- 
corded, more particularly in the Shark Bay district, while little or no rain fell in the north-east 
of the division. 


In the tropics the month’s rainfall was negligible, except at a few scattered places on the 
North-West Coast. 


The month’s rainfall and weather were to an even greater extent than is usual at this time 
of the year affected by the activity of the southern low pressure belt. This low pressure 
system penetrated northwards to an extent seldom attained even in June and July, when 
its northward penetration is normally at a maximum. At times this low pressure belt covered 
more than half of the Commonwealth, and on one occasion the influence of the low pressure 
system in this State was so complete that the winds in even the northern tropics veered to the 
west. 

The southern low pressure system operated without the assistance of any marked southward 
flow of tropical air, and, as is usual in such circumstances, there was but little heavy rainfall 
except in the coastal and near-coastal areas, which received the first impact of the westerly 
winds. 

Severe storm conditions south from the tropic were, however, much more frequent and 
prolonged than is usual in August, and caused some considerable delays to shipping. In Perth 
the most severe storm conditions prevailed on 25th August, when the wind reached the remark- 
able velocity of 72 miles an hour; another severe gust—62 miles per hour—was registered on 
29th August. On these two days high seas prevailed from Geraldton to Albany, and to a lesser 
extent in the Bight. ; 


Apart from one frosty interval on 8th August, the month’s temperatures showed few marked 
departures from normal. In Perth individual temperatures ranged from 69:4 deg. on 14th 
August to 39-0deg. on 8th August. The mean maximum temperature in the city (63-1 deg.) 
was 0-7 deg. below normal, and the mean minimum temperature (48-8 deg.) was 0:5 deg. above 
normal.

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September.—In marked contrast to the conditions which prevailed in the winter months 
the rainfall in September was below normal in every portion of the State. 


The entirely rainless conditions which prevailed throughout the tropics and in the Gascoyne 
and North-Eastern Divisions do not represent an important rainfall shortage, as the September 
normal rainfall in the Gascoyne Division as a whole is only about 25 points, and is less further east 
and further north ; but the shortages in the South-Western Divisions of the State and, to a lesser 
extent, in the South-Eastern sub-tropics, are considerable in amount. 


In the agricultural districts the northern sections recorded an average fall of only 16 
points as compared with the month’s normal of 105 points; and in the south the average fall 
of 38 points was 125 points below normal. The coastal districts fared even worse, the shortage 
in the Central Coast amounting to 306 points and on the South Coast to 295 points, while the 
North Coastal agricultural region averaged only 16 points as compared with the September 
normal of 127 points. The rainfall in the Eucla and the South-Eastern Divisions was negligible. 


At individual stations the month’s highest total was 208 points at Pemberton, but only 
five other stations in the South Coastal Division received more than 100 points. In the other 
districts 100 points were exceeded only at Jarrahdale (108 points) and Ongerup (115 points). 


In Perth rain occurred on only five days and the month’s total (43 points) was the lowest 
recorded in the city in any September on record, with the exception of September, 1916, when 
only 34 points were received. 


The comparative failure of the month’s rains was attributable mainly to the unseasonable 
inactivity of the southern rainstorm system, southern depressions being few in number and 
deficient in energy. The tropical rainstorm system was also inert, except from the 22nd to the 24th 
when a shallow depression penetrated far into the sub-tropics without, however, reaching the 
stage of rain production. 


The predominant feature of the weather charts consisted of anticyclonic formations, which 
for most of the time effectually excluded both tropical and southern low pressure systems. In 
the last few days of the month, however, these high pressure formations had greatly weakened 
and the extensive low pressure systems were in evidence from the western sub-tropics to the 
north-west coast. 


Temperatures were mostly moderate to warm in the sub-tropics and some minor heat-waves 
were experienced inland, more particularly about the middle of the month. In the tropics a few 
temperatures of more than 100 deg. were registered in the De Grey Division. In Perth tem- 
peratures ranged from 41-2deg. on the 2nd to 87-0 deg. on the 12th September. The mean 
maximum temperature (69-0 deg.) was 2-6 deg. above normal, and the mean minimum tempera- 
ture (50-1 deg.) was 0-3 deg. below normal.
